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Historical  St.  Boniface—  1818-1870 


AINT-BONIFACE  should  speak  to  the  heart  of  every  citizen  of 
every  class  in  this  country.  The  old  city  has  not  only  been 
the  birthplace  of  the  French-Canadians  and  Metis  in  Manitoba, 
but  has  taken  such  a  splendid  part  in  the  Christian  civilization 
of  this  Western  land  that  its  story  should  be  familiar  to  every 
Canadian,  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Rockies. 

On  the  24th  of  September,  1738,  La  Verendrye’s  canoe 
reached  the  Assiniboia.  Following  the  same  route,  others — coureurs  dcs  hois 
or  intrepid  voyageurs — came  westward,  and,  as  far  back  as  1775,  we  find 
French  Metis  established  about  where  St.  Boniface  now  stands.  The  history 
of  that  period  is  nothing  more  than  the  history  of  the  two  great  companies, 
the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company,  and  its  rival,  the  North-West  Company.  The 
war  that  was  waged  between  the  two  attained  its  climax  at  the  bloody  battle 
of  Seven  Oaks  on  June  19th,  1816. 

A  few  years  previous  to  this  affair,  Lord  Selkirk  had  directed  to  the 
Red  River  his  heroic  Scotch  and  Irish  settlers.  The  noble  lord  had  tried  to 
secure  tor  them  a  religious  service,  but  without  success.  In  1816  he  addressed 
himself  to  Mgr.  Plessis,  Bishop  of  Quebec,  praying  that  priests  be  sent  to  the 
Red  River.  As  a  result  of  his  demands,  two  priests  from  Quebec — Fathers 
Provencher  and  Dumoulin — left  Montreal  on  May  9th,  1818,  and,  to  the 
universal  joy  of  the  population,  arrived  at  Fort  Douglas  (situated  about  where 
the  C.P.R.  station  now  stands)  on  July  16th.  Two  days  later  Holy  Mass  was 
celebrated  lor  the  first  time  in  Winnipeg,  at  Fort  Douglas. 

A  few  weeks  later  the  missionaries  decided  to  establish  themselves  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  There  they  built  a  small  house  which  served 
as  a  temporary  chapel.  On  November  1st,  1818,  the  Holy  Sacrifice  was  offered 
there  for  the  first  time.  The  next  year  a  little  church  was  erected,  and  when 
hather  Provencher  blessed  it  he  gave  it  as  patron  saint  St.  Boniface,  Ger¬ 
many’s  great  apostle,  as  a  token  to  the  German  settlers  from  the  des  Meurons 
Regiment  who  had  established  in  the  locality. 


I  he  poor  little  mission  then  belonged  to  the  Quebec  diocese.  In  1822 
the  immense  diocese  of  Quebec  was  divided  into  various  districts  and  Father 
Provencher,  having  been  put  at  the  head  of  the  Red  River  district,  was  con¬ 
secrated  bishop  at  Trois-Rivieres  on  May  12th,  1922.  This  Red  River 
district  became,  in  1844,  a  vicariate-apostolic  and  was  made  a  regular  diocese 
m  1847.  In  1871  it  was  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  an  archdiocese.  The 
humble  little  chapel  built  by  the  pious  hands  of  Father  Provencher  was  to 
be  the  mother  of  all  the  Catholic  churches  and  dioceses  of  the  Canadian  West. 


In  September,  1818,  Father  Provencher  opened,  in  St.  Boniface,  a  school 
lor  the  boys.  I  his  was  the  first  school  in  the  colony.  The  following  year 
we  find  him  teaching  Latin  and  sciences  to  two  boys,  thus  instituting  higher 
education  in  the  country  and  beginning  what  is  today  known  as  the  St. 
omface  College.  {Continued  on  page  7 


St-Boniface  Historique— 1818-1870 

EST  avec  fierte  que  tout  nianitobain  devrait  prononcer  le  nom 
de  la  vieille  ville  de  St-Boniface.  L 'antique  cite  n’a  pas  etc 
seulement  le  berceau  des  Canadiens  fran(;ais  et  des  Metis 
trancais,  mais  elle  ajoue,  dans  la  civilisation  chretienne,  un  role 
si  eminent,  elle  a  eu,  par  Taction  de  ses  missionnaires  et  de  ses 
educateurs,  un  rayonnement  si  fccond,  qu’elle  a  droit  a  la 
reconnaissance  et  au  respect  universels. 

Le  2-1  septembre  1738  La  Verendrye,  remontant  heroi'quement  la  Rouge, 
ballotte  dans  sa  coquille  de  bouleau,  atteignait  l'Assiniboine.  Apres  lui 
d’autres  blancs,  traiteurs  ou  coureurs  des  bois,  refont  la  route  ardue  et  finissent 
par  faire  souche  “aux  pays  d’En  Haut”  si  bien  que  deja  vers  1775  nous  trou- 
vons  des  Metis  fran^ais  etablis  au  site  actuel  de  St-Boniface. 

L'hi.stoire  de  toute  cette  periode  n’est  que  celie  des  rivalites  entre  les 
deux  grandes  compagnies  qui  se  disputent  alors  le  monopole  des  fourrures, 
la  Compagnie  de  la  Baie  d’Hudson  et  celie  du  Nord-Ouest.  La  lutte  atteint 
son  point  culminant  a  la  bataille  de  la  Grenouillere  le  19  join  1816.  Quelques 
annees  auparavant,  Lord  Selkirk  avant  forme  le  projet  de  coloniser  l’Ouest, 
avait  fait  venir  d’Angleterre  des  colons  Ecossais  et  Irlandais.  Apres  la  bataille 
de  la  Grenouillere  le  noble  lord  comprit  davantage  la  necessite  d’un  service 
religieux  pour  la  colonie  nouvelle  et,  en  1816,  il  s’adressa  a  Mgr  Plessis,  eveque 
de  Quebec,  lui  demandant  d’envover  des  pretres  a  la  Riviere  Rouge.  Le 
resultat  fut  que  deux  pretres,  MM.  Proveneher  et  Dumoulin,  s’embarquerent 
a  Montreal  le  9  mai  et  arriverent  a  la  Riviere  Rouge  le  1 6  j  nil  let  1818,  s’ar- 
retant  au  Fort  Douglas  ou,  le  18  juillet,  la  premiere  messe  fut  celebree. 

Quelques  semaines  apres,  les  deux  missionnaires  decidaient  de  venir 
s’etablir  de  l’autre  cote  de  la  riviere.  M.  Proveneher  v  construisit  une  petite 
cabane  qui  servit  d’abord  de  maison  pour  les  pretres  et  de  chapelle  tem- 
poraire.  Le  Saint  Sacrifice  de  la  messe  v  fut  celebre  la  premiere  fois  le  ler 
novembre  1818. 

L’annee  suivante  M.  Proveneher  commengait  la  construction  d’une 
petite  eglise  qui  fut  terminee  en  1820.  II  lui  donna  comme  patron  St-Boniface, 
apotre  de  l’Allemagne,  en  l’honneur  des  Allemands  qui  s’etaient  etablis  le 
long  de  la  Seine,  apres  que  les  soldats  du  Regiment  des  Meurons  venus  avec 
Lord  Selkirk  pour  pacifier  la  colonie  se  fussent  decides  d’y  rester.  La  nouvelle 
paroisse  faisait  alors  partie  du  diocese  de  Quebec.  En  1822  l’immense  diocese 
de  Quebec  fut  divisc  en  divers  districts  et  M.  Proveneher  nomine  eveque  de 
la  Riviere  Rouge.  II  fut  consacre  le  12  mai  1822  a  Trois- Rivieres.  En  1841 
le  meme  district  devait  etre  erige  en  vicariat  apostolique  et  en  18-17  en  diocese 
regulier.  II  devait  devenir  archidiocese  en  1871.  La  petite  eglise,  elevee  par 
les  mains  pieuses  de  Mgr  Proveneher,  est  devenue  la  mere  de  toutes  les  eglises 
catholiques  de  l’Ouest.

Des  septembre  1818  M.  Provencher  avait  ouvert  a  St-Boniface  une  ecole 
primaire,  la  premiere  de  la  colonie.  L’annee  suivante  il  commengait  un  cours 
classique,  avec  deux  eleves,  jetant  ainsi  les  bases  du  premier  college. 

En  1826,  les  soldats  du  Regiment  des  Meurons,  a  la  suite  de  l’inondation 
qui  devasta  la  colonie,  quittent  St-Boniface  et  s’en  vont  aux  Etats-Unis 
pour  v  tenter  fortune.  La  colonie  de  St-Boniface  naquit  dans  les  epreuves 
de  tout  genre;  incendies,  disettes,  famines,  inondations,  epidemies.  Les 
premiers  colons,  soutenus  par  leurs  heroiques  missionnaires  et  les  immortelles 
Soeurs  Grises,  supporterent  tout  vaillamment  et  resterent  fideles  a  la  terre 
qu’ils  avaient  choisie. 

En  janvier  1829,  Mgr  Provencher  fondait  a  St-Boniface  la  premiere 
ecole  que  la  colonie  ait  connue  pour  les  filles.  II  en  confiait  le  soin  aux  deux 
Miles  Nolin,  de  Pembina.  La  meme  annee,  le  vaillant  eveque  se  construisait 
un  nouvel  ev^che  et  commengait  la  construction  d’une  cathedrale  telle  que 
le  pays  n’en  avait  jamais  vue.  Elle  ne  devait  se  terminer  qu'en  1837.  Elle 
etait  de  pierre  et  a  deux  clochers  ou  trois  cloches  chantaient  la  louange  de 
Dieu.  C’est  celle  que  Whittier  a  chantee.  Deux  annees  plus  tard  Mgr 
Provencher,  aide  de  la  Baie  d’Hudson,  fondait  a  St-Boniface  une  ecole  d'in- 
dustrie.  Le  11  juin  1844,  a  la  grande  joie  de  toute  la  population,  quatre 
Soeurs  Grises  faisaient  leur  arrivee  a  St-Boniface.  Parties  de  Lachine  le 
14  avril,  elles  mettaient  le  pied  sur  la  future  terre  manitobaine  le  11  juin. 
La  meme  annee,  le  2  octobre,  Louis  Riel  naissait  a  St-Boniface. 

L’annee  1845  vit  l’arrivee  des  premiers  Oblats,  le  Pere  Aubert  et  le  jeune 
Frere  Tache,  le  futur  archeveque  de  St-Boniface.  11s  devaient  etre  les 
precurseurs  des  innombrables  missionnaires  que  cette  jeune  congregation 
allait  donner  a  l’Ouest  et  qui  meriterent  I’universelle  admiration. 

La  meme  annee,  les  Soeurs  Grises  commengaient  le  construction  d’un 
couvent  qui  devait  servir  aussi  de  maison  pour  les  vieillards,  les  orphelins,  de 
dispensaire  pour  les  malades.  Cette  maison  venerable,  la  plus  vieille  de  St- 
Boniface,  sinon  de  tout  l’Ouest,  sert  actuellement  de  Maison  Provinciale 
aux  descendantes  des  premieres  religieuses  qui  se  consacrerent  au  service 
des  pauvres  au  Manitoba.  Plus  tard,  en  1867,  les  Soeurs  Grises  devaient 
construire  un  pensionnat  distinct  qu’elles  conserverent  jusqu'en  1882  oil  elles 
batirent  1’Hospice  Tache  actuel.  Le  14  juin  1850,  le  jeune  Pere  Tache  etait 
nomme  coadjuteur  de  Mgr  Provencher  et  le  23  novembre  1851, consacre  a 
Viviers,  France.  Le  7  juin  1853  Mgr  Provencher  mourait  apres  une  vie 
heroiquement  consacree  a  1’avancement  moral  et  materiel  de  1'Ouest  tout 
entier.  Mgr  Tache  lui  succedait  a  la  tete  du  diocese. 

En  1854  les  Freres  des  Ecoles  Chretiennes  vinrent  prendre  charge  du 
college.  Le  college  se  trouvait  alors  a  l'e veche  mais  en  1855  I  on  construisit 
une  maison  separee.  Cette  maison  a  servi  ensuite  d'ecole  primaire  et  a  etc 
nommee  Academie  Provencher.  Plus  tard  elle  a  ete  le  berceau  du  Petit 
Semjnaire  avant  de  devenir  le  Carmel  actuel.

In  1826,  after  a  terrible  flood  which  ruined  the  colony,  the  settlers  of  the 
Des  Meurons  Regiment  left  the  country  and  emigrated  to  the  Cnited  States. 
The  St.  Boniface  settlement  was  born  amidst  hardships  of  all  kinds;  famines, 
floods,  epidemics  visited  it,  but  the  settlers  assisted  and  strengthened  by 
their  missionaries  and  the  Grey  Nuns,  remained  faithful  to  the  land  of  their 
choice,  and  their  descendants  are  to  be  found  there  even  today. 

In  January,  1829,  Mgr.  Provencher  opened  the  first  school  for  girls  in 
St.  Boniface.  The  two  Misses  Nolin,  from  Pembina,  were  in  charge  of  it. 
The  same  year  the  ever-active  bishop  constructed  a  new  house  for  himself, 
and  the  following  year  started  the  erection  of  a  new  cathedral.  This  church 
was  considered  by  all  as  a  real  monument.  It  was  in  stone,  with  “turrets 
twain”  immortalized  by  Whittier,  and  its  three  bells  singing  in  this  wilderness 
the  everlasting  praises  of  God. 

In  1839  Mgr.  Provencher,  with  the  help  of  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company, 
opened  in  St.  Boniface  an  industrial  school.  On  June  11th,  1844,  four  Grey 
Nuns  arrived  in  St.  Boniface,  having  left  Lachine  on  the  14th  of  April.  They 
were  the  first  flowers  of  the  splendid  bouquet  the  Grey  Nuns  were  to  offer 
to  our  Western  country. 

The  same  year,  on  October  2nd,  Louis  Riel  was  born  in  St.  Boniface. 
In  1845  two  Oblate  Fathers,  Rev.  Father  Aubert  and  Brother  Tache,  the 
future  archbishop  of  St.  Boniface,  arrived  at  the  Red  River.  They  also 
were  the  first  of  that  glorious  army  of  missionaries  from  the  Oblate  Fathers 
who  labored  so  abundantly  in  this  great  Western  country. 

The  same  year  the  Grey  Nuns  started  the  construction  of  a  convent  which 
was  used  at  first  as  an  Old  Folks'  Home,  an  orphanage  and  a  dispensary  for 
the  sick.  This  venerable  house,  the  oldest  in  St.  Boniface  if  not  in  the  Canadi¬ 
an  West,  is  still  existing  and  is  the  actual  Provincial  House  of  the  Grey  Nuns 
in  the  Cathedral  City.  Later,  in  1867,  the  Nuns  built  a  separate  house  for 
their  pupils.  This  house  lasted  until  1882,  when  the  present  Old  Folks’ 
Home  vras  erected. 

On  June  14th,  1850,  young  Father  Tache  was  appointed  bishop  and 
was  consecrated  at  Viviers,  France,  on  November  23rd,  1851.  On  June  7th, 
1853,  Bishop  Provencher  died  after  an  heroic  life,  nobly  consecrated  to  the 
moral  and  temporal  welfare  of  the  settlers  of  the  country  at  large.  Bishop 
Tache  received  his  succession. 

In  1S54  the  Brothers  of  Christian  Doctrine  took  charge  of  the  St.  Boniface 
College.  The  students  had,  so  far,  stayed  at  the  Bishop’s  Palace,  but  in  1855 
a  special  house  was  erected  for  them.  This  house  has  been,  later  on,  the 
first  Provencher  Academy  and  also  the  first  Little  Seminary,  and  ultimately 
the  first  convent  of  the  Carmelite  Sisters.  It  still  exists  on  Tache  Avenue. 

On  June  10th,  1859,  the  first  steamboat,  the  Adson  Norlhup,  appeared 
on  the  waters  of  the  Red.  In  1860  the  Brothers  of  Christian  Doctrine  left

Our  City  of  St.  Boniface 

HE  first  inhabitants  of  St.  Boniface  were  the  soldiers  of  the 
celebrated  Regiment  of  Des  Meurons,  who  escorted  Lord 
Selkirk  in  1817  and  settled  on  the  banks  of  La  Seine  River. 
These  soldiers  had  fought  under  Napoleon  the  1st,  and  were 
captured  in  Spain  by  Wellington  and  deported  to  Malta.  They 
immigrated  to  Canada  in  1912.  The  Seine  River  was  then 
called  “German  River-’  by  those  soldiers  who  were  German 

Swiss. 

The  Municipality  of  St.  Boniface  was  organized  in  1880,  and  the  first 
municipal  election  was  held  in  April  of  that  year,  when  the  Honorable  Joseph 
Royal  was  elected  as  the  first  Reeve. 

It  was  incorporated  as  a  Town  in  1883,  and  as  a  City  in  1908. 

Its  population  in  1908  was  5,930. 

The  enumeration  of  1927  established  the  population  at  15,500. 

The  City  of  St.  Boniface  covers  11,290.25  acres  and  is  situated  im¬ 
mediately  at  the  junction  of  the  Red  and  Assiniboine  Rivers.  Only  200 
yards  of  the  Red  River  separate  it  from  the  City  of  Winnipeg,  and  this  is 
crossed  by  adequate  and  modern  bridges.  The  Red  River  makes  a  broad  and 
and  deep  curve  towards  Winnipeg,  which  brings  St.  Boniface  in  the  shape  of 
a  wedge  within  three  blocks  of  Winnipeg’s  chief  business  centre.  Thus 
industrial  sites  in  St.  Boniface  are  half  surrounded  by  Winnipeg. 

St.  Boniface  is  situated  at  the  strategic  point  of  the  two  great  Railway 
Systems  of  the  West,  viz.:  the  Canadian  National  and  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railways. 

The  headquarters  and  terminal  of  the  Greater  Winnipeg  Water  District 
Aqueduct  Railway  are  also  located  in  St.  Boniface. 

In  other  words,  St.  Boniface  is  situated  at  the  very  heart  of  Railway 
Systems  and  has  direct  connections  with  every  point  in  the  four  Western 
Provinces. 

It  is  as  privileged  as  Winnipeg  with  Canada’s  cheapest  hydro-electric 
energy. 

Its  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Greater  Winnipeg  Water  District 
Aqueduct.  This  supply  is  practically  unlimited;  the  water  is  soft  and  recog¬ 
nized  as  excellent  for  domestic,  boiler  and  general  manufacturing  purposes. 

St.  Boniface  has  a  good  electric  street  railway  service  running  through 
principal  streets,  being  connected  with  and  forming  part  of  the  Winnipeg 
lines.  A  single  fare  takes  a  passenger  from  any  part  of  one  City  to  any  point 
in  the  other. 

The  Telephone  System  is  that  of  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System,  and 
the  rates  charged  in  the  two  cities  are  the  same. 

Religious  and  Educational  Institutions 

St.  Boniface  is  the  seat  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  St.  Boniface, 
and  its  cathedral  is  the  largest  West  of  Toronto  and  one  of  the  most  magnificent 
in  Canada.  In  addition  to  the  Cathedral  there  are  five  other  churches  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Catholic  and  Protestant  denominations.  There  are  four  large

La  riviere  Rouge,  d’une 
largeur  de  200  verges,  la  separe  de  Winnipeg  et  les  communications  sont 
facilities  par  des  ponts  modernes.  Ici  la  riviere  Rouge  fait  une  course  pro- 
fonde  vers  Winnipeg,  ce  qui  fait  que  St-Boniface  entre  comme  un  coin  et  se 
trouve  ainsi  a  proximite  du  centre  commercial  de  la  grande  ville.  Les  sites 
industriels  de  St-Boniface  se  trouvent  par  le  fait  de  cette  courbe  a  derni 
entoures  par  Winnipeg. 

St-Boniface  est  situee  au  point  strategique  des  deux  grands  systemes 
ferroviaires  de  l’Ouest:  le  Canadien  National  et  le  Parifique  Canadien.  Les 
quartiers  generaux  et  terminus  du  chemin  de  fer  “Greater  Winnipeg  Water 
District”  sont  aussi  a  St-Boniface.  En  d’autres  termes,  St-Boniface  est  situe 
en  plein  centre  des  reseaux  ferroviaires  et  a  acces  direct  avec  tous  les  points 
des  quatre  provinces  de  l’Ouest. 

St-Boniface  jouit  du  privilege,  avec  Winnipeg,  de  posseder  l’energie 
hydro-clectrique  la  plus  economique  du  Canada. 

Son  eau  potable,  d’une  excellence  sans  rivale  pour  les  besoins  domestiques 
et  industriels,  est  fournie  par  l’aqueduc  du  “G.W.W.D.”  dont  les  reservoirs 
sont  illimites. 

Les  principales  rues  de  St-Boniface  jouissent  du  meme  bon  service  de 
tramways  que  la  ville  de  Winnipeg.  La  ligne  des  tramways  parcourt  les 
deux  villes  d’une  extremite  a  1'autre  pour  un  prix  de  passage. 

Le  systeme  de  telephone  est  celui  du  Gouvernement  de  la  Province  et 
les  taux  sont  les  memes  pour  les  deux  villes. 

Institutions  Religieuses  et  d'Education 

St-Boniface  est  le  siege  de  1’archidiocese  catholique  de  St-Boniface  et 
sa  cathedrale  est  la  plus  spacieuse  a  l’ouest  de  Toronto  et  certainement  l’une 
des  plus  magnifiques  au  Canada.  De  plus,  il  v  a  cinq  autres  eglises  dont  deux 
catholiques  et  trois  protestantes. 

II  y  a  aussi  quatre  importantes  ecoles  publiques,  dont  trois  donnent  des 
cours  superieurs,  le  jardin  de  l’enfance  des  Soeurs  Oblates,  le  College  de  St- 
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Boniface  (affilie  a  I’Universite  du  Manitoba),  le  Juniorat  des  Peres  Oblats, 
le  Couvent  des  Soeurs  Jesus  et  Marie,  I’hospice  des  Vieillards,  l'Orphelinat 
et  les  hopitaux  St-Boniface  et  St-Roch  (550  lits).

Public  Markets  Co.,  Ltd.  (les  plus 
vastes  cours  a  bestiaux  du  Canada  et  qui  sont  appelees  a  faire  de  St-Boniface 
le  Chicago  de  l’Ouest)  fonderies,  rafinerie  de  la  North  Star  Oil;  The  Western 
Steel  Products;  les  deux  distilleries,  la  Canadian  Industrial  Co.  of  Manitoba 
et  la  Manitoba  Refinery  Co.;  la  Brasserie  Kievvel;  les  scieries  et  manufacture 
de  boites,  Keewatin  Lumber  Co.:  International  Laboratories  Ltd.  (Marshall- 
Wells)  laboratoire  de  peinture  et  vernis  et  plusieurs  autres  industries  impor- 
tantes  telles  que  la  “Barrett  Co.  Ltd.”  (papier  goudron  pour  couvertures  et 
batiments)  la  “Dominion  Linseed  Oil”  (huile  de  lin),  Martin  Senour  Co.

Jesus  and  Mary,  the  Old  Folks’  Home,  the  Girls’  Orphanage  and  the  St. 
Boniface  and  St.  Roch  Hospitals  with  550  beds  capacity.

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the  colony  and  Bishop  Tache  asked  the  Oblate  Fathers  to  take  charge  of 
St.  Boniface  College.  They  kept  the  college  until  1877,  when  it  was  turned 
over  to  the  Secular  Priests  and,  later,  to  the  Jesuit  Fathers  in  1885,  who  are 
still  in  charge  of  higher  education  in  the  Cathedral  City. 

In  September,  1860,  the  Grey  Nuns  opened  a  school  in  St.  Vital  and 
Bishop  Tache  built  tor  their  use  and  that  of  the  surrounding  population  a 
little  chapel  where  he  used  to  go  and  say  Mass  every  morning  until  1886, 
when  the  Sisters  left  the  place. 

On  the  14th  of  December,  1860,  the  splendid  cathedral,  the  Bishop’s 
Palace  and  all  the  surrounding  buildings  were  burnt  to  the  ground.  Many 
precious  records  of  early  days  perished  in  the  flames.  Once  more  Bishop 
Tache  had  to  begin  anew.  The  heroic  bishop  immediately  organized  in 
Quebec  a  campaign  in  favor  of  his  missions,  and  two  years  later  he  had  re¬ 
built  his  cathedral  and  the  present  Bishop’s  Palace.  The  new  cathedral 
had  been  in  use  until  1908,  when  it  was  replaced  by  the  present  imposing 
monument. 

Dark  days  were  still  in  store  for  St.  Boniface.  The  new  Canadian  Govern¬ 
ment  had  begun  negotiations  with  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  for  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  what  is  now  Manitoba,  then  known  as  Assiniboia.  Even  before 
the  project  had  been  ratified  by  the  Imperial  Government  or  before  the  people 
had  been  consulted,  surveyors  came  lrom  Ontario  and  were  seen  measuring 
the  lands  of  the  Metis  and  telling  them  that  these  lands  would  be  taken 
away.  Amongst  these  newcomers  a  party  had  been  formed  and  a  paper 
published,  openly  insulting  everything  the  French-Canadians  and  Metis 
considered  as  most  sacred.  The  newcomers  tried,  without  great  success, 
to  divide  the  first  settlers,  who  had  always  lived  on  the  best  of  terms  and  had 
shared  together  so  many  hardships.  The  Governor  of  Assiniboia  having 
resigned,  the  people  of  the  Red  River,  with  Riel  and  Bruce  at  their  head, 
formed  what  has  been  called  the  Provisional  Government.  The  Governor 
of  Assiniboia  himself  recognized  them.  They  were  ultimately  recognized  by 
the  Canadian  Government,  who  treated  with  their  delegates.  The  Bill  of 
Rights  they  presented  to  Ottawa  served  as  a  basis  of  the  future  Manitoba 
Act.  Riel  and  his  friends  have  rendered  to  the  country  at  large  an  immense 
service.  They  were  so  far  from  being  traitors  that  not  long  after,  Riel  raised 
in  St.  Boniface  an  army  of  more  than  400  men  to  fight  against  the  Fenians. 
This  army  was  passed  in  review  by  Lieutenant-Governor  Archibald  in  St. 
Boniface.  The  body  of  Louis  Riel  now  lies  in  the  St.  Boniface  cathedral's 
graveyard. 

St.  Boniface  is  a  holy  and  sacred  land.  Around  its  cathedral,  under  the 
open  sky  or  shaded  by  the  stately  trees,  the  first  settlers  are  resting  in  the  land 
they  have  loved  and  for  which  they  have  fought  and  suffered.  Nearby, 
while  “upon  life's  Red  River  our  hearts  as  oarsmen  row,”  stand  the  same 
venerable  institutions  repeating  to  all  the  never-to-be-forgotten  lesson 
that  the  nations  who  hope  in  God  shall  not  perish. 
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Le  10  juin  1850  le  premier  bateau  a  vapeur,  Ie  Anson  Northrup,  faisait 
son  apparition  a  St-Boniface.  En  juillet  1860  les  Freres  quittaient  la  Riviere- 
Rouge  et  Mgr  Tache  demandait  aux  Oblats  de  prendre  la  direction  du  college. 
11s  devaient  le  garder  jusqu’en  1877  ou  les  pretres  seculiers  en  prirent  charge. 

I  Is  furent  remplaces  en  1885  par  les  Rev.  Fere  Jesuites  qui  y  ont  continue, 
aux  prix  d’heroiques  efforts,  l’oeuvre  d’education  superieure  entreprise  si 
peniblement. 

En  septembre  1860  les  Soeurs  Grises  ouvrent  une  ecole  a  St-Vital  et  Mgr 
Tache  y  benit  une  petite  chapelle,  ou  jusqu’en  1886,  il  ira  dire  la  messe  tons 
les  matins. 

Le  14  decembre  1860  la  cathedrale,  l’eveche  et  toutes  leurs  dependances 
sont  rases  par  les  flammes  et  il  ne  reste  rien  des  edifices  construits  avec  tant 
de  peine.  Devant  cette  epreuve  terrible  Mgr  Tache  a  recours  a  la  charite 
de  la  vieille  terre  de  Quebec;  une  quete  y  est  organisee  et  deux  annees  aprts 
la  reconstruction  commence.  En  1S68  la  nouvelle  cathedrale  est  benite, 
l’eveche  est  reconstruit.  Cette  cathedrale  devait  durer  jusqu’en  1908  oil 
elle  fut  remplacee  par  l’imposant  edifice  actuel. 

St-Boniface  allait  pourtant  encore  voir  des  jours  plus  sombres.  Le 
gouvernement  canadien  s’etait  mis  en  relation  avec  la  Compagnie  de  la  Baie 
d’Hudson  pour  acquerir  l’Assiniboia  ou  Manitoba  actuel.  Avant  meme  que 
le  projet  ne  fut  ratifie  par  le  gouvernement  imperial  ou  que  les  premiers 
habitants  aient  ete  consultes,  des  arpenteurs  venaient  au  pays  mesurer  les 
terres  des  habitants,  surtout  celles  des  Metis.  Un  parti  nouveau  s’etait 
forme  qui  insultait  a  tout  ce  que  les  Metis avaient  de  plus  sacre,  essayait  de 
diviser  les  anciens  colons  qui  avaient  jusque  la  toujours  vecu  en  harmonie 
parfaite.  Bientdt  l’anarchie  regna  et  le  gouverneur  de  la  Baie  d'Hudson,  se 
trouvant  completement  dehorde,  remit  son  autorite  a  Riel,  Bruce  et  un  groupe 
de  citoyens  du  pays,  qui  eurent  mission  de  negocier  avec  les  divers  gouver- 
nements.  I  Is  devaient  remettre  l’autorite  a  qui  de  droit,  en  temps  et  lieux. 
Ce  fut  l’origine  du  gouvernement  provisoire.  Ses  delegues  y  furent  reconnus 
par  Ottawa.  11s  presentment  une  liste  de  droits  cpii  servit  de  base  a  Facte 
du  Manitoba,  en  1870.  Riel  et  les  Metis  ont,  a  cette  occasion,  servi  fidelement 
le  pays  et  ils  etaient  si  loin  d’etre  des  traitres  que,  lors  de  1  ’invasion  des  Feniens, 
Riel  leva  une  arinee  de  plus  de  400  Metis  et  la  mit  a  la  disposition  du  gou¬ 
verneur  Archibald  qui  vint  a  St-Boniface  la  passer  en  revue. 

Cette  attitude  de  Riel,  malgre  les  vexations  et  les  injures  dont  il  avait 
ete  l’objet  de  la  part  de  fanatiques,  est  plus  eloquente  que  tous  les  commen¬ 
tates.  Il  faut  rendre  justice  a  la  memoire  de  ce  noble  fils  de  St-Boniface 
envers  qui  Ton  a  ete  trap  souvent  si  injuste. 

St-Boniface  est  une  terre  sacree  Tout  autour  de  la  cathedrale,  a  l’ombre 
des  arbres  c.entenaires,  reprosent  les  pionniers  qui  ont  tant  souffert.  Aupres 
d’elle  encore,  les  institutions  anciennes  montent  la  garde,  attestant  que  les 
peuples  qui  mettent  leur  eonfiance  en  Dieu  ne  sauraient  mourir.

ST.  BONIFACE 
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The  Coming  of  La  Verendrye 

UR  Canadian  West  has  been  discovered  by  a  French-Canadian, 
Pierre  Gaultier  de  Vareene,  Sieur  de  La  Verendrye,  who  was 
born  at  Trois-Riviere  on  the  18th  of  November,  1685,  from 
Rene  Gaultier,  Sieur  de  Varennes  and  Marie  Boucher. 

La  Verandrye  was  at  first  a  gallant  soldier  and  fought  for 
King  and  Country  in  Canada  and  Europe.  We  find  he  was  at 
Maplaquet  where,  wounded  8  times,  he  was  finally  left  as  dead 
on  the  battle  field.  After  the  war  and  his  return  to  Canada  he  was  appointed 
by  the  Govenor  Commander  of  Fort  Nepigon.  There,  on  hearing  the  Indians 
speak  of  the  Western  countries,  he  decided  to  explore  this  unknown  land  with 
the  intention  of  offering  it  to  his  fair  and  beloved  country,  France.  After 
having  collected  all  the  necessary  informations  and  having  overcome  difficul¬ 
ties  of  all  natures,  he  set  out  from  Montreal  with  his  four  sons  and  a  party 
of  about  50  men.  The  explorers  were  accompanied  by  a  missionary  of  the 
Jesuit  order — 'Rev.  Father  Mesaiger.  La  Verendrye,  on  that  trip,  came  as 
far  as  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  where  he  erected  a  fort. 

In  the  following  years  La  Verendrye  and  his  sons  made  various  other 
trips  into  the  West,  and  little  by  little  penetrated  in  the  heart  of  theunknown. 

On  the  18th  of  June,  1738,  the  explorer  left  Montreal  with  his  three  sons 
and  a  party  of  2b  men  and  made  route  for  the  Far  West.  Stopping  at  Fort 
Maurepas  on  the  Winnipeg  River,  they  tool  along  five  more  men,  and  pur¬ 
suing  their  journey  they  reached  the  fork  of  the  Red  and  Assiniboine  rivers  on 
the  24th  of  September,  1738.  “There,”  says  La  Verendrye,  “I  found  ten 
Cree  huts,  and  two  war  chiefs  who  expected  me  with  a  quantity  of  meat, 
having  been  notified  that  I  was  coming.”  The  Indians  had  even  begun  to 
erect  a  fort  for  the  Fiench.  La  Verendrye  called  it  Fort  Rouge.  The  dis¬ 
coverer  remained  four  days  with  the  Indians  at  Fort  Rouge  and  continued  his 
journey  westward,  taking  possession  of  the  land  in  the  name  of  the  French 
King. 

The  historical  pageant  represents  the  coming  of  La  Verendrye  and  how 
the  party  was  received  by  the  friendly  Indians.,  the  Indians  inviting  them  to 
their  camp. 

The  canoes  used  in  the  pageant  have  been  lent  and  equipped  by  the 
Winnipeg  Canoe  Club.

If  arrivee  de  la  V even  dr  ye 

’HONNEUR  d'avoir  decouvert  l’Ouest  canadien  revient  a  un 
Canadien  fran^ais,  Pierre  Gaultier  de  Yarennes,  Sieur  de  La 
Verendrye,  ne  aux  Trois-Rivieres  le  18  novembre  1685,  de  Reno 
Gaultier,  Sieur  de  Varennes  et  de  Marie  Boucher. 

l.e  futur  explorateur  fut  d’abord  un  soldat  intrepicle  et  prit 
du  service  dans  les  armees  du  Roy  en  Amerique  et  en  Europe. 
A  Malplaquet  il  fut  couvert  de  blessures  et  laisse  pour  mort 
sur  le  champ  de  bataille.  Revenu  au  Canada.il  se  fit  traiteur,  et  bientbt  le 
gouverneur  le  nomma  commandant  au  Fort  Nepigon.  La  Verendrye  entendanr 
parler  par  les  Indiens  des  pays  de  l’Ouest,  resolut  d’en  faire  la  decouverte  et 
de  les  ajouter  a  la  Couronne  de  France.  11  se  prepara  de  longue  main,  amas- 
sant  tous  les  renseignements  qu'il  put  avoir  et  apres  des  difficultes  inouies, 
enfin  muni  des  autorisations  voulues,  il  quitta  Montreal  avec  trois  de  ses  fils, 
un  missionnaire,  le  Pere  Mesaiger,  S.J.,  et  une  cinquantaine  d’hommes. 

Il  atteigrait  bientot  le  lac  des  Bois  oil  il  elevait  un  fort.  La  Verendiye 
et  ses  fils  devaient  refaiic  plusieurs  fois  cette  route  perilleuse,  s’enfonq-ant 
toujours  davantage  au  coeur  du  pays. 

Le  18  juin  1738,  La  Verendrye,  avec  ses  trois  fils  et  20  homines,  quittait 
de  nouveau  Montreal  en  route  vers  l’Ouest.  Au  fort  Maurepas,  eleve  sur  la 
Winnipeg  en  1734,  il  prit  avec  lui  5  autres  hommes  et  continuant  sa  route,  il 
atteignait  le  24  septembre  1738  "la  Fourche”  ou  point  de  junction  entre  la 
riviere  Assiniboine  et  la  Rouge.  La  les  Indiens,  avertis  de  sa  venue,  1’at- 
tendaient  et  le  grand  decouvreur  fut  re$u  par  eux  avec  amitie.  Les  indiens 
avaient  meme  construit  une  espece  de  fort  pour  y  loger  les  Franpais.  La 
Verendrye  le  nomma  Fort  Rouge.  Les  Frangais  passerent  quatre  jours  avec 
les  Indiens  puis  continuerent  leur  route  vers  l’Ouest,  prenant  possession  de 
tout  le  pays  au  nom  du  Christ  et  de  la  France.

The  arrival  of  the  first  Oblaies,  Father  Aubert 
and  Brother  Tache 


HE  first  Archbishop  of  St.  Boniface,  Alexandre-Antonin  Tache, 
was  born  at  Riviere  du  Loup  on  the  23rd  of  July,  1823,  from 
Charles  Tache  and  Louise-Henriette  de  la  Broquerie.  He  was 
a  descendant  of  the  noble  family  of  de  Boucherville.  Young 
Tache  made  (jis  studies  at  the  St.  Hyacinthe  Seminary  and  in 
1844  joined  the  Oblate  Fathers  who  had  shortly  before  arrived 
in  Canada. 


Brother  Tache  soon  offered  himself  as  missionary  for  the  Western  mis¬ 
sions  the  Oblate  Fathers  had  just  accepted,  and  on  the  25th  of  June,  1845, 
with  Rev.  Aubert,  he  embarked  at  I.achine  in  an  Indian  canoe.  Two  Grey 
Nuns  accompanied  the  missionaries  and  a  party  of  five  French-Canadians 
with  one  Indian.  The  Oblate  Fathers  arrived  in  St.  Boniface  the  25th  of 
August  and  were  received  with  the  greatest  joy. 


The  Taches  have  played  a  very  eminent  part  in  the  formation  of  the 
Canadian  Confederation.  It  was  partly  due  to  the  action  of  Sir  Etienne- 
Pascal  Tache  that  the  leaders  of  the  two  great  political  parties  and  the  chiefs 
of  the  two  great  Canadian  nations  were  brought  together  and  assembled 
under  his  leadership  at  Quebec. 

Charles  Tache,  brother  to  the  Archbishop,  had  drafted  a  project  of 
constitution  which  was  published  in  the  Courrier  of  Canada.  This  project 
was  nearly  completely  adopted  by  the  Fathers  of  Confederation  and  became, 
with  certain  modifications,  the  British  North-America  Act. 


In  Manitoba  Mgr  Tache  has  also  taken  a  most  important  part  in  bringing 
the  province  in  the  Canadian  Confederation. 

The  pageant  represents  the  arrival  of  the  two  first  Oblate  Fathers  with 
the  Grey  Nuns  and  the  other  travellers.  They  are  met  by  Bishop  Provencher, 
while  the  bells  of  the  Cathedral  sing  a  thankful  hymn  to  God.  In  the  actual 
St.  Boniface  Cathedral,  as  on  the  day  of  their  arrival,  a  “Te  Deum”  will  be 
sung,  thanking  the  Master  for  all  the  graces  bestowed  upon  the  colony  since 
the  early  days  and  asking  the  Lord  to  continue  us  His  Help  in  inspiring  our 
present  public  men  with  the  sentiments  of  justice  and  religion  that  were  the 
appanage  of  the  founders  of  our  Canadian  unity.

LEXANDRE-ANTONIN  TACHE,  premier  archeveque  de  St- 
Boniface,  est  ne  a  Riviere  du  Loup  !e  23  juillet  1823  de  Charles 
Tache  et  de  Louise-Henriette  de  la,  Broquerie.  II  etait  descen¬ 
dant  de  la  noble  fanille  de  Boucherville.  L.e  jeune  Tache  fit 
ses  etudes  au  Seminaire  de  St-Hyacinthe  et  en  1844  il  entrait 
chez  les  Oblats  qui  venaient  d'arriver  au  Canada.  Bientot  il 
se  donnait  aux  missions  de  la  Riviere-Rouge  que  les  Oblats 


venaient  d'accepter.  Il  s'embarqua  a  Lachine  le  25  juin  1845  avec  le  Reverend 
Pere  Aubert,  O.M.I.,  bien  qu’il  ne  fut  que  simple  scolastique.  Deux  soeur.-, 
Grises  accompagnaient  les  voyageurs.  I  'equipage  se  composait  d’un  guide 
iroquois,  et  de  5  Canadiens  trancais.  Apres  un  voyage  excessivement  penible, 
ils  atteignaient  St-Boniface  le  25  aout  et  etaient  regus  par  Monseigneur  Pro- 
vencher  et  les  Soeurs  Grises.  I  is  etaient  les  premiers  Oblats  venus  dans  cet 
Ouest  ou  Monseigneur  Tache  devait  fournir  une  carriere  si  eminemment 
feconde. 

La  famille  Tache  a  joue  dans  la  formation  de  la  Confederation  canadienne 
un  role  de  premiere  importance.  Sir  Etienne  Pascal  Tache,  oncle  de  1'eveque, 
reussit  plus  que  tout  autre  a  operer  1'alliance  des  sommites  des  deux  grands 
partis  politiques  et  des  deux  grandes  races  canadiennes.  Ce  fut  sous  la 
presidence  de  Sir  Etienne-Pascal  que  les  delegues  de  tout  le  Canada  se  rcuni- 
rent  a  Quebec.  Charles  Tache,  frere  de  1’eveque,  avait  lui-meme  redige  le 
projet  de  constitution  tel  qu’il  fut  public  dans  le  “Courrier  du  Canada”  par 
Joseph-Charles  Tache,  alors  redacteurdu  journal.  Le  proiet  de  constitution 
fut  presque  completement  adopte,  si  on  en  excepte  certains  chapitres,  et  devint 
la  base  de  l’acte  de  l’Amerique  britannique  du  Xord.  Monseigneur  Tache 
a  egalement  joue  un  role  tres  eminent  dans  l’Ouest,  et  si  la  province  du  Manito¬ 
ba  est  entree  dans  la  Confederation  et  qu'elle  y  est  restee  malgre  les  difficultes 
des  debuts,  cela  est  du  en  partie  a  Monseigneur  Tache. 

Le  defile  historique  represente  l’arri\-ee  du  Pere  Aubert  et  du  jeune  frere 
Tache  a  St-Boniface.  Monseigneur  Provencher,  accompagne  des  Soeurs 
Grises,  les  regcit  tandis  que  les  cloches  sonnent  a  toute  volee. 

Dans  la  cathedrale  de  St-Boniface  un  Te  Deum  sera  chante  ou  Idieu  sera 
remercie  des  bienfaits  au’il  a  verses  sur  la  colonie.  Nous  denranderons  au 
Seigneur  de  lui  continuer  ses  faveurs  et  d'inspirer  aux  successeurs  des  Peres 
de  la  Confederation  les  sentiments  de  religion  et  de  justice  qui  illustrerent  les 
fondateurs  de  l’unite  canadienne.
